‘smallpox developed at Passburg in 
this district. Dr. Malcolmson and 
his assistantnt Betlevue, Dr. Mc- 
Kenzie, were called on to take charge 
of it. We are informed that telephone 
‘and telegraph messages were sent to 
‘Edmonten at private expense usking 
that.a health official be sent to take 
‘arrangements for handling the out- 
‘break lest the disease spread and 
become epidemic yet it was days 
and days before there was any re- 
sponse. Finally an axsistant health 
officercame. He inquired into the 
‘matter, approved of the steps the 
Jocal doctors had taken but made no 
arrangements to have the original 
‘case and the three additional ones 
‘which had developed in the mean 
time, cared for. He simp]; informed 
Dr. Malcolmson that the government 
vould provide disinfectant when 
‘patients were recovered and _weht 
hway, leaving the cuses on the hands 
of the local dcctors. 

‘ Now the fact is that acide from 
bomanitarian reasons and the inter- 
est that Dr. Maleolmson takes in his 
distriet, there was no earthly reason 
‘why Dr. Malcolmson or his assistant 
sbouid have given the smal!pox cases 
any attention, not even the incentive 
arising from the regylar business: of 
the medical practitioner for, as we 
are informed, there was not even -a 
hope of their being paid for their 
services and they were not in duty 
ound to attend the cases, But not- 
withstanding, the government's re- 
presentative arbitrarily left the cases 
on their hands to treat or abandon, 
‘according as their feeling for human- 

ity or want.of it might dictate. 

* The facts would seem to indicate 
that there is something radically 
avrong in the conduct ef the gover: - 
ment. health department. It was 
aindoubtedly the public duty of the 
4ocal physicians to take the first steps 
to deal with the disease but once the 
government Lealth department bad 
‘een apprised of its existence, it 
~would seem there could be no good 
reason why the treatment of the 
vases should have been imposed up- 
on them whether they cared to look 
atter them or not. Why should a 
Iveul physician wilh a general prac 
tice be forced to go iuto contact with 
this manoer of infectious Sdisease 
‘and run the chance of carrying it to 
other patients or bis own family? 
Undoubtedly there is something es- 
sentially wrong sowewhere and it is 
the duty of the government to finda 
remedy, Ifthe healih department 
has the power to deal with such cases 
the government should see that the 
snembers of it fulfill their duties. If 
it has not the power and there are no 
regulations making provision for 
dealing with such cagae, then it is 
the duty of the goveroment to re- 
move-the disability by providing the 
power and the means, Itis ove of 
the things ia which the government 
is wanting aad always has been. There
